Kentucky Horticultural Society. — The 
exhibition of this society on Saturday completed 
the series of weekly displays for the present 
season and brought to a close a succession of 
entertainments that have proved to be decidedly 
popular and that have been so well conducted 
as not to have given birth to a single incident 
calculated to five of* AM T o the most delicate 
sense cf propriety. We congiaiulate ttie man- 
agers of this concern on account of their ex- 
ceeding good fortune. 

The leading varieties of the pear were the 
same that were shown at the mee ing of the pre- 
vious Saturday, and it is sufficient praise to say 
that there was no falling off in quantity or ap- 
pearance. Indeed Bartletts are still growing 
better; two specimens exhibited on Saturday 
were respectively 11J and 12^ inches in circum- 
ference. Whilst on the subject of pears, we 
may say that we have closely watched the con- 
test between the dwarf and standard cultivators 
of the pear for the mastery in size. Three 
weeks ago the first Bartlett appeared upon the 
tables, equal to 11 inches in circumference. 
These fruits were grown on standards. On 
ft* following Saturday the .r'vocatps of the 
dwarf system of growing the pear rallied and 
produced fruit 11£ inches in circumference, 
fruits which exceeded all others on show by at 
least half an inch. At the next and last meet 
ing those very large fruits from standards were 
brought forward, which leaves '".he advantage 
for the present on the side of standards. We 
should not be impartial reporters however if we 
did not add that the most beautifully colored 
plate of Bartlett pears exhibited during the 
season were grown on dwarf trees. 

In peaches we thought we still could discover 
improvement in both size and appearance over 
the samples of last week. Indeed we thought 
Crawford's late Melocoton and Leopold models 
of a fine peach— whilst Columbia, large 
Melocoton, and seveial others were showy 
Ud well growi.. 3y the way it serins 
to us something strange that 'a peach 
capable of making such a noise in circles 
where it has been shown as this Leopold has 
done now for several seasons (half a dozen hav- 
ing sold on Saturday at the biddings for seven 
dollars and fifty cents) should never have got- 
ten into the books. In searching for its history 
some amateurs have looked in vain through the 
pages of every American work. All that is 
now known of it here is gathered from the 
diary of our friend the President of the Ken- 
tucky Horticultural Society, who is well known 
to have made considerable efforts at collecting 
from all quarters the best fruits in cultivation. 
Hi* diary shows that in making out, in the Fall 
of 1844, a larce list of desirable accessions, 
the catalogue of the Kenricks at Newton, near 
Boston, was draw:; upon for this Leopold and 
some other sorts — and in the same diary of the 
following Spring, in recording a list of the trees 
actually received, this Leopold and three other 
capital sorts, viz: Bullard's Seedling, Hill's Rod- 
man Cling, and Whitehead's new Red Heath 
are set down as received from Kenrick. 

For some weeks, we have .noticed in the ex- 
hibition hall several rustic flower -vases, gotten 
up by a German gardener w:th considerable 
taste. To those curious ir. the study of the 
lower orders of vegetable life, these stands 
would prove a treasure. They are composed of 
greater or smaller branches of trees hunted up 
with care and matched with artistic taste, every 
branch no doubt having bean chosen with a view 
to swell the rich collection of mosses and lich- 
ens which he set out to congregate. We should 
like to see those stands appear at the annual 
fair, filled with appropriate flowers. They 
would be highly unique, and in our opinion well 
deserving of a gratuity. 

We have been requested to state that a reso- 
lution passed by the executive committee on 
Saturday recommends that exhibitors do, as far as 
convenient, exhibit their tender fruits under 
glass. It will, they think, be difficult to keep 
up the beauty and interest of the show without 
extra care for so long a period as three days. 



Is the Anti-Slavery Sentiment of Mas- 
sachusetts Sincere? — If the people of Mas- 
sachusetts had the unquestioned power to abol- 
ish slavery in this country, and if a vote were 
taken in two months from this time whether 
they would exercise that power or not, we be- 
lieve they would decide against abolition. We 
arrive at this conclusion merely from believing 
that the people of Massachusetts possess a full 
st.trc of that saving knowledge, Uttt hard com 
mon sense, that thnftiness of character, which 
would deter them from sacrificing their own im- 
mediate, well-established interests, paralvizing 
their own industry, and ruining their own com- 
merce and navigation merely to establish an ab- 
stract proposition or carry out a theory. They 
would count the cost of the philanthropic luxu- 
ry and find it too expensive. 

The abolition of slavery involves the ques- 
tion whether the wants of mankind can be sup- 
plied after slave labor has ceased to exist? 
Wherever the experiment has been made of sub- 
stituting free for slave labor in low latitudes, it 
has signally failed; and the most enlightened 
opinion is, that it will always fail. At all events, 
it is the duty of those, who seek the abolition of 
slavery, to show that free labor is capable of 
pjilyiLg the iiumana io;- MtfcM, sugar, rive, 
tobacco, hemp, &c, if their favorite scheme 
should be carried out to its full consummation. 
We have the testimony of the most eminent 
political economists of Great Britain, to the 
effect that a failure of the supply of cotton for 
even one year would ruin the mass of the peo- 
ple of that country. It would stop the manu- 
factories, throw out of employment two mill- 
ions of people, and cause thousands of ships to 
rot in the docks. The same things would hap- 
pen in New England, though on a smaller scale 
A Boston paper some weeks ago gave an ac 
count of a village in Massachusetts called Holy 
oke, that derives all its importance from its cot 
ton manufactures. Here is what is said of thi 
small town: 



men to talk about over their cups of br-udy or 
tea; but,.when people are called on to 
whether they will sacrifice 
suits, destroy their commerce, and 
with the comforts of life to accomplish the abol- 
ition of negro slavery they will refuse to indulge 
their philanthropy at any such cost.

Philanthropy is well enough in its way, but 
the necessity of being sup] 
clothing is generally recognized by 
paramount to the indulgence in 1 
phy. Like other luxuries, 
be indulged in by the masses only when it can 
be had at a reasonable cost.

119 
yards or 7. 12 miles of cloth manufactured, the gross value of 
which was $1.161, 17». Besides this, 108, IH«J pounds of yarn, 
ralut d a*. $20,000, were made. During the same time $325,000 
wcrth of machinery was manufactured, giring employment to 
300 hands. The quantity of stock used in the paper mill was 175 
tons, quantity of paper manufactured 125 tond, and value of 
the manufactured article $50,"Ui>. Value of cotton and wool- 
en cards manufactured, $30,240; of piano and card wire, $14.- 
000; of power loom harnesses. $3,000; and of power 1 om 
reeds, $1,200. 

We have here the evidence that Holyoke is a 
thnvina { lace, and that its inhabitants are busy, 
industrious, prosperous people, whose prosperi- 
ty arises from the application of their labor to 
the products of slave labor. It appears that 
1,493 persons derive their support exclusively 
from the proceeds of the employment which 
the manufacture of raw cotton affords. At a 
reasonable estimate, each of the persons so em- 
ployed supports two others — composed of 
children, aged, or infirm parties. This would 
make tile gfMM total of individual sustained 
by cotton, 4,479. We find, also, that 4,267,985 
pounds of raw cotton were manufactured du- 
ring the year ending on the 1st of June, 1855, 
making seven and a half miles of cotton cloth, 
valued at $1,161,178; 108,000 pounds of yarn 
were also spun during the same period. Flow- 
ing direc.ly from the manufacture of cotto..— 
for there would have been no necessity for ma- 
chinery without cotton— we find that $325,000 
worth of machinery was made, giving work to 
300 hands. Assuming that our former calculation 
is correct, and that each of those hands sup- 
ported two other persons, we have 900 persons, 
which, added to the number above given, 4,479, 
make a complete total of 5,379 human beings 
mHintained and supported directly and indirect- 
ly by fabricating the slave grown staple of the 
Southern States. The other bra;ich*»s of indus- 
try enumerated probably gave employment to 
one or two hundred additional persons. 

The probabilities are, th,t Holyoke is the 
abode of abolitionists of the most rampant and 
offensive character. They probably speak of 
Southern slaveholders as atrocious villains who 
violate God'? law, disgrace themselves, and de- 
grade humanity. Yet these same people buy 
slave-produced cotton and fabricate it into ma- 
terials from which they make great profit and 
become rich; and, pretending to see no harm in 
this, they complacently thank the Lord that th»y 
are not like the slave-owners If these people 
were as righteous as they affect to be, they would 
perceive that they, the consumers, are equally 
culpable with the producers of these slave made 
articles. The receiver of stolen yoods, know- 
ing them to be such, is as bad as the thief; and 
these fabricators of slave products are as bad as 
the producers. It is clearly apparent that Hol- 
yoke would be nothing without slave-grown 
cotton. The same may be said about every 
manufacturing city and village in the State. 
Without slave-grown cotton Lowell would with- 
er into nothingness sooner than did Jonah's 
gourd. So would Lawrence. So would innu- 
merable other affluent and improving points. 
Nearly one hundred millions of invested, and 
now profitable capital, would become worth 
less, and thousands and tens of thousands, if not 
hundreds of thousands of people, would be 
thrown out of employment, should n event they 
seem most desirous to bring about-the abolition

Orleans, in all the towns below Natchez, the 
yellow fever has been introduced, as well as in 
Vicksburg above. At the wharfboat landing tt 
the mouth of Red river, aod at Fort Adams. 40 
miles beiow Natchez, a few cases have occur- 
red. 

Illicit Love and Its Result — Mary 
Mori arty. — We visited this young woman yes- 
terday morning in the city prison, where she 
has been incarcerated since she dealt the deadly 
blow at Sheeban,her seducer, on Saturday night 
last. Mary is below the medium size of her 
countrywomen, is handsome, seems to be 
amiable, and certainly warm-hearted. She 
told a "round, unvarnished tale," and, as she 
said, wished to conceal no part of it. A few- 
months after she arrived in Memphis (two 
years since) she became acquainted with Shee- 
ban, a countryman of her own, and professing 
the same religious belief. He was the first 
love, and to him she sacrificed herself, in ex- 
pectation of a happy union through long years 
, to come. 

Time passed on; she entreated, begged, and 
prayed that be would fullfil his promise and 
keep her shame from the world — but all was of 
no avail. The intercession of the clergy was 
called in, but no religious or moral suasion 
could induce the heartless man to make repara- 
tion for his deep and damnable sin. In the 
course of time a child — his child — was born, 
- and he was again conjured to take this injured 
woman to his bosom, if oniy for the sake of 
his own blood, but still he refused. Mary, 
since the birth of her child, has lived a virtuous 
life, occasionally seeing Sheeban, who seemed 
to have relented, and gave encouragement to the 
poor girl that he would eventually marry her, 
at the same time taking from the poor creature a 
portion of her hard earnings — and it was only 
a few days before his death that she gave him 
$10 to pay for his i^onthly board. 

He appointed a meeting on Saturday night 
last, whithei .-he went prepared to act on her 
defence, should he, as she had every reason to 
believe, attempt force in urging his unholy pas- 
sion. According; to her account, he took her by 
the arm and endeavored to turn her from the 
sidewalk to the rear of the stable; she resisted;

finding that she must again submit to his licen-

The Norfolk and Portsmouth Sufferers. 
— Day after day accounts reach us of the most 
deplorable, heart-rending condition of the peo- 
ple of Norfolk and Portmouth. Death in his 
most hideous aspect has taken complete pos- 
session of those beautiful cities, lately densely 
populated with a generous, chivalrous, hospita- 
ble people. The plague has seized upon them; To the Editors of the Louisville Bulletin 

Mt. Washington, Ky.. Aug. 8, 1855. 
Gentlemen: The contest of political strife 
has gradually subsided. In looking over the 
result, we find that there is an overwhelming 
majority in favor of increasing the school-tax. 
The friends of education may justly rejoice. 
It is an earnest of future prosperity that no 
rising or falling of political parties can retard. 
Having so nobly respondeu to the call, our 
citizens may justly expect an equivalent. 

The standard of education should be raised. 
Our common-schools should furnish the means 
for a liberal, practical education. Before the 
meeting of the next Legislature this subject 
should be thoroughly discussed in the public 
journals. Means should be taken to infuse an 
active, living principle into the system. It is 
now little more than a dead formality, observed 
merely to draw the "school-fund.-"' 

We are justly proud of our orators, states- 
men, and soldiers, whose fame has shed an un- 
fading lustre on our State. May we soon have 
equal reason to boast of our common-school 
system and the universal intelligence of our 
citizens. 

In the August number of Blackwood's Maga- 
zine, we find an excellent article (Mr. Warren's 
Blackstone) in which the writer recommends 
the study of law to the common-schools of 
England. It is a subject of paramount impor- 
tance. We quote from page 202: "In that edu- 
cational controversy with which England rings 
from side to side, this teaching of the law 
has not received the prominence it de- 
serves. While jurisprudence presents prob- 
lems for the highest intellects to solve, 
yet there is no school room in the coun- 
try so humble in which the first elements of 
English law might not be taught. Whilst the 
sanction of religion will never be overlooked 
either by us or by any man living in a christian 
land, still the simplest intellect can perceive 
that human law, like human industry or human 
science, has its own great ends to answer, and 
can be studied alike by a school room of Pres- 
byterian -or Episcopalian or Arian children. 
Something, we say, might be taught to the poor- 
est and simplest scholars, if it were only a list 
of offences, with the punishment assigned to 
them, giving the reason why they are offenses 
and teaching every child to associate disgrace 
with the infringement of a law. Here at all 
events is a ground on which all religious parties 
might unite. Here there can be no disagreement. 
To obey the law is pronounced by all to be the 
great comprehensive duty of every man; to 
learn what that duty comprehends, must sureiy 
be necessary and >vise. Even those who desire 
change in the law, admit that obedience to the 
existing statute is the duty of the atizen. Not 
to admit this would be to declare themselves in- 
capable of living in human society; for unless 
we can submit our op nion to the opinion of the 
majority (so far we mean as to obey that opin- 
ion whilst it is the constitutional law, though 
we should in speculation retain our own), we 
may as well throw a knapsack on our back, and 
march for'hwith out of all human communities. 
Let us teach every man, woman, and child in 
the country what and how great a thing law i>; 
let us confess that it stands rooted in the soil or 
human reason — stands by no permission of this 
or that sectarian, but this or that sectarian 
stands here, and can preach and teach, by virtue 
of the protection it extends to all."

■ t-MMAKV Concerning the Chops. — Reports 
are daily coming in of the abundance of the 
crops. The Southern section of the country 
sneaks particularly of the large yield of nearly 
ail kinds of grain. Alabama — the crops of corn 
and wheat are unusually large; cotton good. 
Georgia — the largest wheat and corn crop ever 
known; cotton promising. Louisiana — an aver- 
age yield, drought having somewhat affected the 
crops. Texas — corn and wheat abundant. 
Mississippi — con; and cotton very promising; 
wheat abundant. Florida — a heavy yield of alt 
kinds of crops. Tennessee — 20 per cent over 
an av erage of wheat, rye, corn, a id oats. Ken- 
tucky — largely over an average of all kinds of 
crops. Indiana— grain better than ever before 
known. Missouri— the same report. Ohio — 
reports not so promising, but an average yield. 

In North Carolina, Iowa, and Wisconsin the 
prospects of an abundant harvest were never 
kn wn to be as good. In Illinois, the report 
from all sections of the State is of an abundant 
yieid ot every description of produce — wheat, 
corn, and cats largely. Same from Michigan. 
In Maryland every county is returned, and only 
one tepoi ts the crops of wh at as being poor, 
the otheis a good yield of that and every other 
crop, including tobacco and fruit and hay. 
From Virginia, the wheat is of ar. excellent 
quality and an average crop; potatoes and fruit 
in unexampled abundance. These reports come 
from reliable sources, and, with this unexam- 
pled abundance, the prospect for the next year 
is very promising for busine-s. Some estimate 
the aggregate wheat crop at 142,000,000 bush- 
els. Others at 200,000,000 Either would 
1 ave a respectable overplus of the amount re- 
quited for home consumption, which is s*t 
down at 125,000,000 bushels. 



Alarming Account of the Crops on the Contin- 
ent. — The news from Germany in relation to the 
grain crops is of a very unfavorable character. 
The supplies at this time of the year are usually 
very small, and the prices are not high, but ac- 
counts from East Prussia, Pomerama, Sile- 
sia, Mecklenburg, and Holstein have caused 
great excitement. Rye will give hardly one- 
half the average. The wheat has been so much 
injured by the rust that the entire loss of it is 
feared, while the disease of potatoes has been 
of so great extent that the worst is to be expec- 
ted. The stock of old wheat is nearly exhaus- 
ted. Under these circumstances prices in all 
the Continental markets, with the exception of 
Holland, hav, considerably advanced. At Ber- 
lin, Stetin,and Cologne, for several days, holders 
had entirely withdrawn from the market. Rape 
oil has also rapidly advanced, and in the Rhen- 
ish markets higher prices were paid than for 
the last fifty years. 

License Law in Illinois. — Judge Breeze, at 
the present term of the Madison Circuit Court, 
decided that the law of the last session of the 
Legislature, entitled "an act for the suppression 
of intemperance, and to amend chapter 30 of he 
Revised Statute?," repealed all laws authori- 
zing the granting of license for the sale of spir- 
ituous liquors in Iliinois. This Prohibitory 
Law was submitted to the people of the State, 
for their acceptance or rejection, at a recent 
election, and they rejected it by a large majority . 
It seems, however, that its passage had the effect 
of repealing all license laws on the subject, and 
no w the largest liberty is to be allowed to all 
who may wish to sell liquor. 

New Way of Getting a Watch.— The Buffalo 
Commercial says that on Friday evening a gen 
lleman from that city, going East, passed ra- 
pidly through the depot with an umbrella under 
his arm with the handle forward. He came 
suddenly in contact with a man passing in an 
opposite direction, but hurried into the cars, 
where he was surprised to find a watch and fob 
chain dangling from one of the whalebones of 
the umbrella. It had been dragged from the 
fob of the person with whom he came in con 
t*ct. The watch was left with Capt. 
At the custom-house.

Pittsburg, Sept. 10. 

Astounding developments transpired on Sat- 
urday in regard to extensive larcenies of old 
railroad iron belonging to the State works, 
amounting altogether to $16,000. One of the 
laborers in the employ of a second-hand dealer 
named Henrv Nichols, sued for his wages, and 
while before the justice gave hints implicating 
Nichols and several others living along the line. 
Information was sent to the canal commissioner, 
at whose instance twenty-six persons were ar- 
rested and committed to our jail. Thirteen 
barrels of broken iron have been recovered, with 
a prospect of getting 30 more. It is said that 
nearly everybody living along the line of the 
road are engaged in thefts. 

St. Louis, Sept. 10. 
Gov. Shannon arrived at Westport on the 31st, 
was serenaded, and made a speech. He re- 
gretted to see a disposition in certain parts of 
the territory to nullify the laws of the late Le- 
gislature. He regarded that assembly as legal, 
its laws binding, and should exert his authority 
to enforce them. He said he was in favor of 
slavery in Kansas. 

Baltimore, Sept. 10.

Dr. Bryant, from Philadelphia, is 
dying. The fever is spreading to the adjoining 
country. At Norfolk on Friday there were 40 
deaths' from yellow fever, and ou Saturday up 
to noon there had been 25 deaths. At Ports- 
mouth on Friday there were 22 deaths and 50 
new cases. On Saturday up to noon there had 
been 15 deaths. Dr. Morris, of this city, is 
sick, and Dr. Marshall was dying. Seventy tents 
were sent down from this city on Friday under 
the direction of the mayor and council, which 
were pitched on the site of the Old Point, a 
beautiful aud healthy site. The American flag 
was raised, and it was expected that a steamboat 
load of refugees would land there this morning.

We have no later intelligence from Norfolk 
this morning.

Pigeon Shooting— Mr. King's Challenge 
Accepted. — N. Y , Aug. 25. — The challenge is- 
sued in this day's Spirit of the Times, has been 
accepted by Blanton Duncan, Esq., a gentleman 
from Louisville, Ky. The arrangements will be 
published in a future number. The match is 
for $10,000, a side (20,000 the match); $5,000 
a side (or $10,000 the match); to be shot at the 
Red House grounds, N. Y., on or about the 10th 
of September, and $10,000 to be shot at Louis- 
ville, Ky, at 75 double shots each, (150 birds). 
21 vards rise and 100 fall, $1,250 a side to 
be deposited in the hands of the publisher of 
the Spirit, as a forfeit, this week, and a day set 
for the first great match. Much excitement 
prevails at this monster match. Both gentlemen 
are of the same cast of muscular power, Mr. 
Duncan being some six or seven years younger 
than his opponent — in the neighborhood of 26 — 
whilst Mr. King has the advantage in height 
and reach; both have a quick, hazel eye, and the 
movement of each, that is impulsive movements, 
are similar — both are fit to shoot for a man's 
life. 

Mr. Duncan has a host of admirers and 
backers from the far West; he has made excel- 
lent shooting in Natchez previously, and his 
friends are sanguine and eager to test their man 
against any one man living. As to Mr. King, 
he has backers to $40,000 or $50,000. The 

freat shooting lately chronicled and performed 
y him needs no further comment. He is from 
Augusta, Georgia — therefore the match will be 
"Georgia vs. Old Kentucky." Both States will 
be ably represented, as far as a good shot is 
concerned. 

Further particulars will be coming in the end 
of this week. The betting here is in favor of 
King, but little done. The Kentucky gentle, 
men will be here in a week, and they will back 
their man right and left. The match will be of 
the most gentlemanly order, characteristic to 
each party where the love of fair play prevails. 

We find the above in a Georgia paper. It is 
incorrect as to the place where the match is to 
take place. Cincinnati has been fixed on. 



From Kansas.— The excellent Kansas cor- 
respondent of the Missouri Republican thus 
sums up the doings of the Kansas Legislature: 

At least 50 territorial roads have been estab- 
lished this session. The expense of locating, 
marking out, and constructing them will be paid 
by the counties through which they pass. The 
taxation, I should think, will be heavy in the ter- 
ritory for several vears to come. This evil, 
however, is compensated by the superior ad- 
vantages for making fortunes rapidly that early 
settlers enjoy over latter day emigrants.

No Freesoiler, unless he take an oath to sup- 
port the fugitive slave law and Kansas-Nebras- 
ka bill, can hold any office of profit or honor in 
this territory. He cannot be a Councillor, Rep- 
resentative, Sergent-a*-Arms. Doorkeeper of the 
Assembly, Public Printer, Clerk to the Legisla- 
ture, County Commissioner. Probate Judsre. 
Sheriff, miliiia officer, lawyer, public notary, or, 
if challenged, a votei! 

Common schools have been established. 

Death penalties have been enacted for all at- 
tempts to interfere with slave property — as de- 
coving negroes from their masters. Sic. 

The promulgation of abolition or Freesoil 
opinions is to be punished by two years' impris- 
onment with hard labor in the penitentiary, af- 
ter Oct. 1st. 

Common law has been es'ablished in this ter- 
ritory. 

The Louisiana married woman's rights bill 
was rejected by the Council, in consequence of 
the House amendment, exempting householders 
to the amount ot $1,000 real estate and $500 in 
personal estate. 

On the 29th of August there was a pro-slavery 
convention held in the hall of theKanzas House 
of Representatives. Two hundred persons were 
present. Dr. Stringfellow "ruled the roost." 
The object of the convention was to nominate a 
candidate for delegate to Co gressfrom Kans<is. 
Gen. Whitfield, the present delegate, was nom- 
inated. The Missouri Democrat says this was 
a "Know-Nothine pro-slavery nomination." He 
was formerly a Benton Democrat, but when 
Atchison & Co. became Know-Nothings, he, 
after some hesitation, concluded to go along with 
them. The Missonri Democrat says that if he 
had remained true to his Democratic principles 
he was apprised in advance that he would be sup- 
ported by the Democratic convention which is 
soon to assemble, and which will of course 
nominate a Candida e in opposition to him. 

The closing scenes of the Legislature were 
decidedly rich and characteristic. In the House 
a i esolution was reported requiring the Presi- 
dent of the council to furnish a demijohn of 
brandy for the use of the members. Dr. String- 
fellow X' ported a substitute, that the members 
of the House of Representatives furnish twenty 
cents each to buy two quarts of red-eye for the 
use of the members of the council — as the old 
foiries of that body only drank whisky, and 
never that unless treated by the members of the 
House of Representatives. This was adopted 
and the twenty cent tax levied. But cigars 
were purchased instead of whisky. 

Under date of Aug. 31st, the Democrat's cor- 
respondent writes: 

By a law just passed the House will have 30 
members next session The extra session, if 
one be called, will most probably meet a Leav- 
enworth. Three Universities have been estab- 
lished near Lecompte, at Fort Scott and Leaven- 
worth, and a Medical College at the Capital. — 
All the members except two, who have accept- 
ed offices, have left the Mission, and nearly all 
have departed homeward from Kansas. Addi- 
tional enrolling clerks were employed yesterday, 
and f-verv bill passed was signed. 

[Woodson, Secretary of the Territory, being 
acting Governor in the interval between the re- 
moval of Reeder and the arrival of Shannon, 
signed the bills as Governor. Thus the removal 
of Reeder has answered the purpose of String- 
fellow perfectly] 

Gen'l Whitefield's speech to the convention is 
fully reported 'n the Democrt. It is in some 
respects significant.
